ARMED MEN SEIZE TRUCKLOAD

Attempt Made to Run Vehicle Into 
Seine; Weekly Gringoire Led

PARIS, Novy. 26.—A truck loaded 
with copies of the Rightist weekly 
Gringoire was seized on the Paris 
streets today by five men, armed 
with pistols, who attempted to run 
it into the Seine. 

The men halted the truck, forced 
the woman driver and two other oc- 
cupants to dismount, and made off 
with the vehicle, which was later 
found, abandoned, on the river 
bank.

publisher of the Seattle Post-Intel-

At the same time, Boettiger made 
public his letter of resignation as 
assistant to Will H. Hays, head of 
the Motion Picture Producers and 
Distributors of America. 

In announcing the selection of 
Boettiger as his Seattle publisher, 
Hearst said: 

“Mr. Boettiger will have absolute 
freedom in directing the editorial 
and business policies. His only di- 
rection is to make it the best news- 
paper in Seattle.” 

It was understood that Mrs. Boet- 
tiger—the former Anna Roosevelt 
Dall—would become associated with 
the paper later, perhaps as wom- 
en’s editor. 

Boettiger, a former Chicago news- 
paper man, married Mrs. Dall in 
January, 1935.

SEATTLE, Wash.,. Noy. 26.—The 
American Newspaper Guild’s news- 
foom striké“which suspended the 
publication of William Randolph 
Hearst’s Seattle Post-Intelligencer 


for three and a half months — 
since Aug. 13 — was settled last 
night. The newspaper made an 
agreement with the Seattle chapter 
of the Guild. It was announced 


that publication would be resumed 


on Monday. 

Under the agreement twenty-sev- 
en strikers and the other employes 
who did not strike ‘in protest 
against the discharge of Frank M. 
Lynch, news photographer, and 
Phillip Everhardt Armstrong, 
drama critic, will return to work 
Sunday. 

Charles B. Lindeman, associate 
publisher, and H. Richard Seller, 
president of the Seattle Guild chap- 
ter, signed the agreement. The 
Seattle Central Labor Council then 
removed the newspaper from: its 
“unfair” list. 


“Office Policy” But Not a Contract. 


The preamble declared the agree- 
ment was a statement of “an office 
policy” and not a contract, but the 
policy would be continued for one 
year and as long thereafter as 
“economic conditions justify.” 

The Guild did not gain formal 
recognition as a collective bargain- 
agency, but a provision was in- 
cluded that no editorial employe 
should be discriminated against be- 
cause of membership in Guild or 
similar organization. 

There was no provision for arbi- 
tration of any disputes which might 
arise. : 

A minimum weekly wage scale 
was established of $25 a week for 
editorial employes of less than 
three yéars’ experience, $40 for those 
of three years; $20 for reference 
room clerks, home economics and 
society department employes of less 
than three years; §25 for those of 
more than three years; $15 for copy 
clerks, office clerks and messengers 
of less than three years’ service, and 
$18 for those of more than three.

MADRID, Nov. 26.—Twenty-two 
Americans in beleaguered Madrid 
ate beans and sardines for Titanks- 
giving dinner while 76 fellow citi- 


zens left the United States Embassy 
in the rain for Valencia. The 22 
Americans, a dozen of them from 
the United States, had an orange 
apiece for desert. 

The 76 who fled the city, includ- 
ing Embassy officials, ate omelets, 
ham and oranges along the road- 
side. The refugees traveled in 
busses and private automobiles. 
There were four children in the 
party. 

About 4 a. m. the travelers were 
awakened and told to get ready to 
leave. Some were up all night, pack- 
ing and making final preparations. 
The busses were sent ‘from Valen- 
cia last night by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment. 

The departure was delayed some- 
what by heavy firing in the neigh- 
borhood of the residence of Mr. and 
Mrs, Antonio Succar of Washing- 
ton, who had to reach the Embassy 
from the Chamartin district. Even- 
tually they arrived safely.

All foreign members of the staff 
of the National Telephore Co. of 
Spain, most of them Americans, left 
for Valencia in eight private auto- 
mobiles several hours after the 
refugees had evacuated the United 
States embassy. 

The group was accompanied by 
American Charge d’Affaires Eric 
C. Wendelin, who had remained be- 
hind to care for last minute de- 
tails of the evacuation. 

Among those in the group were 
Col. Sosthenes Behn, New York 
financier and international com- 
munications executive, and Fred T. 
Caldwell of Ottawa, O., and New., 
York City, managing director of 
the telephone company for Spain. 

Four British and one Swiss em- 
ploye left with the group of Amer- 
icans. 

Since the revolt began the em- 
ployes have been living in the tele- 
phone building. They have been in 
constant danger from shells and 
bombs. Twice insurgent guns made 
direct hits on the structure.

Gen. Klaeber, acting under order 
of the Emergency Defense Council, 
strengthened the barricade forces 
with volunteers from the Eleventh 
International Brigade. 

The Twelfth Brigade, under Gen. 
Lukacs, a Hungarian, was moved 
against Fascist troops attempting 
to drive into the city’s streets. 

Government commanders said the 
hurried defense “may decide the 
fate of Madrid.” 

The fresh insurgent attack came 
shortly after four Fascist planes 
attacked the Government lines, 
dropped bombs on the model prison 
and bombarded houses. 

The Government lines covered the 
southern part of the university 
campus, stretched westward to 
ward the model prison and zig- 
zagged across Western Park to the 
neighborhood of Frenchmen’s bridge 


over the Manzanares River. 

Fighting in the front lines with 
the militiamen was Isabel Tornel, 
Spain’s first woman troop com- 
mander. The 23-year-old Commun- 
ist—who in peacetime is a stenog- 
rapher in the capital—won com 
mendation for bravery under fire 
during the siege of Irun. 

All trucks in the capital were 
requisitioned yesterday by the de- 
fense junta to transpart food from 
the provinces to Madrid. Most—of, 
the city’s residents went on a vege- ~ 
table diet, because of a serious lack 
of meat.

next month. 

The statement said the $270,000 
which the city planned to ap- 
propriate for December was “en- 
tirely inadequate to carry on good 
social service under present con- 
ditions.” Another complaint was 
that relief shelters, to which un- 
married persons were sent, were 
overcrowded and unsanitary. 

Abolishment of the shelters was 
demanded by the alliance, which 
said it was calling on the Commit- 
tee of 100, the Central Trades and 
Labor Union, the Permanent Coun- 
cil on Relief Needs and the Social 
Justice Commission to appoint a 
committee to investigate conditions 
in the shelters, 

In fairness to the unemployed, the 
statement continued, representation, 
through one Negro and one white 
person, should be given them on the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee and the 
Board of the St. Louis Relief Ad- 
ministration. Organized workers 
should also have representation, 
the statement added, in any re-ex- 
aminations of workers employed on 
WPA undertakings. 

The statement, signed by Joe 
Morris, chairman, and Joe Hoff- 
man, secretary of the alliance, de- 
clared that provision for relief in 
St. Louis should be made locally, 
rather than by the State, since 
State relief funds, even if voted by 
the Legislature in January, would 
not become available until the end 
of ._March.

Petitions State Board for Full 
Valuation of Utility’s St. 
Louis Property. 


A full valuation of the St. Louis 
property of the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co., which may make it 
possible to judge whether the com- 
pany’s rates for city service are 
reasonable, is requested in a peti- 
tion forwarded by Mayor Dick- 
mann and the City Law Depart- 
ment to the State Public Service 
Commission, which will receive it 
tomorrow. 

Residential telephone sates, the 
company’s petition says, have not 
been adjusted since Sept. 1, 1920, 
when they were increased from $4 
to $4.50 a month for a direct line; 
from $3 to $3.75 for a. two-party 
line; and from $2 to $3 for a four 
party line. 

Business rates have not been ad- 
justed, the petition further says, 
since July 1, 1925, when the latest 
of a series of increases was made. 
The charge for flat-rate business 
service was increased in 1919 from 
$6.50 to $8 a month; in 1920 to $13; 
and in 1925 to $14, the petition 
states. 

Annual reports of the company, 
the petition states, show financial 


_ details of the company’s operations 


in the states of Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and Texas. 
Some information is given as to 
operations in Missouri, but noth- 
ing, it is stated, as to operations in 
St. Louis alone, 
Suggested Basis. 
Points suggested as a basis for 


ie. an estimate, which the company’s 


reports fail to show, are listed as: 
Cost of fixed capital devoted solely 
to the St. Louis exchange system; 
cost of fixed capita] devoted solely 
to the St. Louis toll system;.cost of 
fixed capital pertaining jointly to 
the St. Louis exchange and toll sys- 
tems; operating revenues and ex- 
penses pertaining solely to the St. 
Louis exchange service; operating 
revenues and expenses pertaining 
solely to the St. Louis toll service, 
and operating revenues and ex- 
penses pertaining jointly to the St.

Because of lack of this needed 
information, the petition says, no 
judgment can be reached ag to the 
reasonableness of the charges for 
business message rate service or 
for private branch exchange _ ser- 
vice, basic rates for both of which 
were increased in 1925; or of the 
charges for other services. 

Reductions in Other Cities, 

It is stated, however, that in 
other states and cities where the 
telephone company operates, rate 
reductions have been made, and 
inter-related companies have re- 
cently reduced their charges for 
telephone service. “Complainant is 
advised,” the petition says, “that 
for the system, the company’s rev- 
enues have been increasing since 
1933, and that for the year 1936 it’s 
net operating income has increased 
approximately 16 per cent over 
1935. 

“In view of these substantial in- 
creases,” the petition says, “the 
rates may now be producing, or 
will soon produce, an excessive re- 
turn. 

“While complainant (the city), 
because of the insufficiency of the 
company’s reports, may be unable 
to prove the need for an immedi- 
ate reduction, it is believed by com- 
plainant that the (State Public 
Service) Commission should have 
sufficient information available at 
all times upon which to determine 
the reasonableness of the com- 
pany’s rates.” 

Audit Also Requested. 

The city, therefore, requests that 
the commission make a valuation 
of the company’s property devoted 
to the rendering of telephone serv- 
ice in the City of St. Louis; that

HENRY CLAY PIERCE 
MANSION TO BE RAZED 


House in Vandeventer Pl. Said’ 
to Have Cost $800,000 to 
Build-50 Years Ago 


The 26-room mansion at 40 Van- 
deventer place, built a half-century 
ago by Henry Clay Pierce at a re- 
ported cost of $800,000, but vacant 


be razed. 

Like numerous other grand resi- 
dences constructed by St. Louis 
capitalists who begun their golden 


era as the last century waned, the 
castle-like Pierce home, which re- 
quired a staff of 22 servants, no 
longer is of value in today’s real 
estate market. Following Mr. 
Pierce’s death in 1927, the property 
was appraised at $38,565, and since 
that time many homes with costs 
ranging in six figures have sold at 
four-figure prices. 

But none was finer in the hey-day 
of Vandeventer place than _ the 
Pierce mansion, with its 200-foot 
lawn kept green by concealed sprin- 
klers, The brownstone facade tow- 
ered above the trees; an elevator 
was used to reach the third floor. 
If one used the broad stairs, stained 
glass windows by Tiffany and walls 
of gold mosaic were to be seen 
in the palm room just off the stair 
landing. Woodwork was of fine 
oak and mahogany. 

The housé was one of the first 
with electric ceiling fans. In the 
large stable, adjoining the servants’ 
quarters at 3738 Enright avenue, 
were installed huge boilers to carry 
steam for the mansion through a 
tunnel under Enright avenue. A 
$30,000 addition housing Mr. Pierce’s 
billiard room, and a gun room in 
the basement, arranged to resem- 
ble a ship’s cabin, were particular 
points of the owner’s pride. : 

When Mr. Pierce, who had 
factory, shortly after the Civil War, 
was called to New York in 1910 by 
his interests, which included rail- 
roads, banks and insurance com- 
panies as well as oil, the house was 
closed. For many years he was in 
charge of a caretaker but in 1927, 
the furnishings were sold.

CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—Motorman 
Van R. Grooms was placed in tech- 
nical custody last night while rep- 
resentatives of city, State and Fed- 
eral governments investigated Tues- 
day night’s wreck on the elevated 


railroad in which 10 persons were 
killed and 65 injured. 

Grooms was at the controls of a 
North Shore electric flyer when it 
plunged.into the rear end of a 
crowded elevated express train, 
bound for Evanston. 

Two officers were detailed to his 
hospital room. . His physicians said 
shock and injuries made it im- 
possible for him to tell his story 
at an inquest. 

General Manager Bernard J. Fal- 
lon of the elevated lines said the 
wreck was due to “man failure, or 
the human element.” State’s At- 
torney Thomas J. Courtney said if 
his inquiry showed criminal negli- 
gence on the part of any employes, 
he would file manslaughter charges. 


Testimony at Inquest. 

At the inquest, officials sought 
to ascertain why the three-car lim- 
ited bound for suburban Mundelein 
struck the eight-coach express, The 
express was standing at a switch 
at the Granville avenue station 
while Motorman George Correll 
awaited a signal to cross over from 
the outer to the inner track. 

Ernest Gaedke, operating the 
signal tower, testified there were 
no signals between the Lawrence 
and Granville stations but that the 
three warning lights on the last 
car of the elevated train could be 
seen down that mile and a half 
straightaway. Visibility, he said, 
was good, 

A. J. Mullen, guard, who suffered 
an injured ankle when the coach 
was reduced to splinters by the im- 
pact, testified the Evanston express 
was four or five minutes late. He 
said the warning lamps were lighted 
when he inspected them half an 
hour before the crash. The subur- 
ban flyer’s* whistle sounded once or 
twice, he related, before it rammed 
three-quarters of the length of the 
wooden coach, 

Controls Set in Reverse. 
Investigators reported the con- 
trols of the Mundelein train were 
set in reverse, indicating Grooms 
had made a desperate effort to stop 
his train when he saw the car 
ahead. 

The inquest was continued to 
Dec. 15. 

Mayor Edward J. Kelly announced 
his approval of a City Council move 
for elimination of wooden coaches, 
Gov. Henry Horner instructed the 
Illinois Commerce Commission to 
conduct a separate inquiry. Fed- 
eral Judge James H. Wilkerson 
ordered the elevated line receivers 
to give him a full report. The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission as- 
signed two investigators to the 
case.

Article unearthed by the expedi- 
tion included heating stones, stone 
lamps, slate knives, bone harpoon 
points, bone chisels, fish hooks and 
carved portraits in ivory of indi- 
viduals of definitely mongoloid fea- 
tures.

ONVERSATION about a Dizzy 
Dean trade continues, but the

Dean for Cy Blanton and Arky 
Vaughan. Rickey declines to dis- 
cuss the Pittsburgh angle of the 
Dizzy Dean market, except to 
admit that Pie Traynor was here 
and held a conference with him. 
But unless Branch has slipped 
badly, he’ll get a better deal than 
Blanton and Vaughan before he 
parts with the best box-office at- 
traction baseball has known since 
Babe Ruth.

This levy provides for a 
graduated impost—from 7 to 27 
per cent—on all corporate earnings 
above $40,000 annually that are not 
paid out to stockholders. 

The larger the dividend, the 
smaller the tax. Therefore, when 
a company is well fortified with 
reserves, the conservative policy 
for the management is to dis- 
tribute most of net income. 

Although the current rate of dec- 
larations is somewhat less than it 
was last week, analysts point out, 
the outflow of funds should be 
well maintained during the balance 
of the year as the tax law allows 
companies until Jan. 1, 1937, to 
make payments on the year’s in- 
come,

MOSCOW, Nov. 26.—The eighth 
All-Union Congress of Soviets took 
up today proposed changes in the 
new Constitution of- Soviet Rus- 
sia, which was proposed last night 
by Dictator Stalin. 

Two important changes were pro- 
posed by Stalin himself. One was 
creation of a commissariat of mili- 
tary industry. The other was equal- 
ation in numbers and powers of 
the two houses of the Supreme 
Council, 

At the first meeting last night 
Stalin accepted the proposal to se- 
lect members of both houses by di- 
rect ballot and said equal numbers 
in both branches would eliminate 
distinctions between them and 
would recognize the rights of wide- 
ly diverse nationalities within the 
Soviet Union. He put his foot down 
on any abridgement of the sweeping 
liberties guaranteed in the new Con- 
stitution. 

The Secretary-General of the 
Communist party made one of his 
rare public addresses, after the del- 
egates had given him a rousing ova- 
tion. He spoke for more than two 
hours. 

Although extremely serious most 
of the time, Stalin showed some 
humor, mostly at the expense of the 


whispered threats of ‘The Old 
Guard’ as to what they would do 
‘in certain eventualities’ have be- 
gun to reach the printed page.”

FRENCH CABINET REAFFIRMS 
STAND ON NON-INTERVENTION 


Acts After Foreign Minister Criti- 
cises German-Japanese Anti- 
Red Treaty. )

PARIS, Nov. 26-—The French 
Cabinet last night reaffirmed ad- 
herence to the Spanish non-inter- 
vention committee after Foreign 
Minister Yvonne Delbos condemned 
the Japanese-German anti-Bolshe- 
vist pact signed in Berlin. 

“Unfertunately,” he said, “the 
German-Japanese treaty signed to- 
day cannot be considered as creat- 
ing a favorable atmosphere. 

“The accord is sharply ideologi- 
cal and inspired by a crusading 
spirit which France, like: England 
and all countries desirous of peace, 
refuses to accept. France does not 
wish to add any new elements more 
or less artificial] to the all-too-real 
causes of conflict.”

GREEN CONDEMNS | 
IT AS PERSECUTION 


3 Others Taken in Custody 
by Police for Distributing 
Literature Outside Meet- 
ing Hall.

TAMPA, Fla., Nov. 26.—While the 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor is meeting in Tampa’s 
municipal auditorium, city officials 
are engaged in what amounts to 
open warfare against various local 
labor organizations. 

Many delegates have been heard 
to grumble at this ironic situation 
but for the first time late yester- 
day charges of police persecution 
were made in the convention. Roy 
Hawthorne, ‘delegate representing 
New Jersey cannery workers, took 
the platform to announce that the 
president of the Tampa Cannery 
Workers’ Union, just organized, was 
arrested for distributing literature 
he had obtained at the convention 
hall. 

“It is strange that such persecu- 
tion could occur in a free Ameri- 
can city,” President William Green 
said. “In your behalf I protest 
against the arrest of the president 
of this local merely because they 
are on strike. I shall appoint sev- 
eral delegates to investigate and re- 
port all the circumstances to the 
convention.” 

Other Similar Incidents. 

The arrest of the local union pres- 
ident, P. M. Austen, is only one 
of several similar incidents that 
have occurred here in the last 10 
days. At the time that Green was 
making his remarks police ‘were 


for distributing literature from the 
steps of the auditorium in which 
the convention is being held. 

They were distributing a chart 
published by the International La- 
bor Defense showing by pictorial 
symbols the number of violations of 
workers’ civil rights in this coun- 
try in 1935 and the first 10 months 
of 1936. The three were arrésted, 
according to police, at the request 
of Louis Joh, custodian of the 
auditorium, for littering the prem- 
ises near the convention hall. Al- 
though they were taken to the po- 
lice station, no charge was placed 
against them and they were re- 
leased almost immediately. 

On inquiry from reporters from 
various parts of the country, here 
for the convention, police said 
Austen was not a member of the 
cannery workers’ union and was 
merely an “agitator.” They added 
that he was to be released in “a 
few minutes.” With Austen were 
arrested Joe Fernandez, Rome Mor- 
ales and Gus Morales. 

Prior to Austen’s arrest, Louis 
Boisclair, an organizer for the can- 
nery workers’ union, was arrested 
and held in jail over night. He 
was given a suspended $50 fine and 
released. Police say he is a son 
of Ethel Norman, who has run for 
several offices on,the Socialist 
ticket in Florida. Her husband, 
Frank Norman, disappeared some 
years ago. According to reports 
persisting down to the present 
time Norman was a victim of the 
Ku Klux Kian. 

Striking Seamen Arrested. 

Last ‘week 13 striking seamen 
were arrested by police and 
charged with using profanity, strik- 
ing an officer,, disorderly conduct 
and similar charges. They were 
picketing in sympathy with the 
shipping strike called on the West 
Coast. One of the first acts of the 
present convention was to declare 
this an outlaw strike. Taken into

Shoemaker Murder Condemned, 
The convention called attention 
to the Shoemaker murder by pass- 
ing a resolution condemning “these 
attacks against civil rights and 
liberties in Tampa” and demand- 
ing “the severe punishment of those 
who are guilty of these crimes.” 
Several defendants charged. with 
participating in the attack that led: 
to Shoemaker’s death have not yet 
been brought to trial. Light sen- 
tences were given others tried in 
nearby Bartow and they are now 
at liberty on a nominal bail pend- 
ing appeal. Shoemaker was active 
in a group called the Modern Dem- 
ocrats. 


Labor observers who have in- 
specteu cigar plants and other in- 
dustries here report very low wage 
scales. The cigar makers, like the 
cannery workers, are engaged in an 
organization drive. 

As a result of the wide publicity 
that followed Shoemaker’s déath, 
Green threatened to withdraw the 
convention from Tampa. Many 
delegates have expressed indigna- 
tion that this threat was not carried 
out. 


Convention Shouts Down Proposal 
for Labor Party. 


The convention yesterday shouted 
down proposals the Federation 
lead an independent labor party, 
and reaffirmed its “well-established 
non-partisan political policy.” 

By an overwhelming vote the 
delegates decided “nothing has hap- 
pened since the last convention to 
justify any change” in the policy 
adopted at the time of the federa- 
tion’s formation 56 years ago. 
Meantime, talk of ‘peace with 
John L. Lewis’ CIO unions all but 
ceased when Charles P. Howard, 
president of the Typographical 
Union, said he would try to take 
additional A. F. of L. unions into 
the insurgent ranks. Howard is 
secretary of Lewis’ Committee for 
Industrial Organization. 

George M. Harrison, president of 
the Railway Cle-ks and chairman

Nov. 26—Japanese army officers, 
whom Chinese charged with defend- 
ing strategic Paoligmiao before its 
capture by Suiyuan provincial 
troops, were reported held as pris- 
oners in the inner Mongolian war 
today. 

Suiyuanese commanders declared 
the Japanese officers were seized 
after the city was taken by Gen, 
Fu Tso-Yi’s troops yesterday. 

Several hundred other Japanese 
escaped in motor trucks into EHast- 
ern Chahar Province, the high com- 
mand declared. Gen. Fu, Governor 
of Suiyuan, also announced the cap- 
ture of Wuchuan. 

The battle for Paolingmiao, from 
which Chinese soldiers were de 
clared to have driven irregular Mon- 
gol. soldiers, cost the provincial 
attackers 100 dead and 200 wounded, 
it is estimated. 

Wounded have begun to arrive 
in Kweisui where schools have been 
turned into: hospitals. 

Irregular bombing planes, which 
Chinese sources say have been sup- 
plied by Japan, continued to as- 
sault Government positions along 
the Suiyuan-Chahar boundary, Chi- 
nese reports said. 

Japanese in Eastern Suiyuan. are 
believed. to be evacuating the ter- 
ritory, as authorities announced 
that henceforth they “will be un- 
able to provide protection” for Jap- 
anese Nationals.

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WAR ON A DEADLY PLAGUE. 

In response to requests from the medical profes- 
sion for lay education to bring cancer patients to 
their doctors before the disease has become incur- 
able, a campaign of public enlightenment has been 
mapped and will soon be launched. Its sponsor is 
the American Society for the Control of Cancer. Its 
organization, to be known as the Women’s Field 
Army, will work through women’s groups over the 
nation. The preliminary announcement says: “We 
need the support of a disciplined and militant body 
of women to overcome the allied forces of fear, ig- 
norance and cancer.” : 

The slogan of the campaign, “Early cancer is cur- 
able; fight it with knowledge,” is based on the find- 
ings of medical men. This dreaded scourge takes a 
toll of 140,000 lives annually in this country, and is 
the second most prevalent cause of death.. Through 
early diagnosis and treatment, physicians assert, 
from a third to a half of these victims could be 
saved. A sound social purpose will be served by the 
society's organized effort if it succeeds in bringing’ 
home to the public the possibility of curbing the dis- 
ease, and in removing the confusion, ignorance and 
fear that surround the subject. 
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CLAYTON BANS SMOKE. | 

By unanimous vote, the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Clayton has passed’ a smoke abatement. or- 
dinance with “real teeth in it,” to use the phrase of 
Mayor Charles A. Shaw. Under its terms, all Clay- 
ton residents must install smokeless heating devices, 
or they must sign an agreement to use a fuel con- 
taining not more than 20 per cent of volatile, that is, 
smoke-producing, matter. Fines for violation of the 
ordinance have been set at from $1 to $100. Emission 
of dense smoke is limited to five minutes per hour, 
except that 10 minutes are allowed when a fire is 
being started. :

The measure provides that the 
word “Poison” in large type must appear on con- 
tainers of such preparations, together with the com- 
mon names of the caustic or corrosive substances and 
directions for treatment of persons who swallow them. 

It is reassuring to know that the Food and Drug 
Administration is taking steps to enforce the act. 
Several manufacturers and distributors, including 10 
druggists and paint dealers in the District of Co- 
lumbia, were recently fined for selling poisonous 
materials in containers not bearing the required in- 
formation. It is imperative that compliance be ob- 
tained, so that needless tragedies may be averted, 
The final control, of course, is in the household, 
where parents can make the Government's protective 
effort good by seeing that preparations of this kind 
are kept out of the children’s reach.

S summer is the time to visit Plymouth, 

Mass., Thanksgiving day is by all means 

the appropriate time to remember it. Not 
even modern historical criticism, -rising to 
remark that the Pilgrim Fathers may not 
have stepped upon any granite boulder in 
disembarking, can make one who hag seen 
it forget Plymouth Rock, 

The Rock is the end of the pilgrimage, 
and its little Grecian temple (likewise dis- 
turbing to the critics) gleams against blue 
sea and sky, as snowy as the lighthouses and 


sails of New England. And on that sandy . 


shore, curved like a sickle, the Rock seems 
as logical a stepping-off place as an old-time 
horse block would be. 

The critics win to some extent, as they 
have a way of doing, and the favorite pic- 
ture of the quaintly dressed men gallantly 
assisting the women to alight upon Plymouth 
Rock stands revised. The log of the May- 
flower distinctly states that only the men 
came ashore, conditions being so unfavor- 


able that the women were left on board for 


many weeks. 

One yields the point with reluctance, for 
these women of the Mayflower make a 
strong appeal How difficult their lot was 
may be judged from the fact that 18 married 
women were in the colony the first January, 
while only four remained the following May.

It seemed, for that one 
occasion, that the horn of plenty poured out 
all it held. There were stacks of the new corn, 
the_ fruits, pumpkins, dried fish, wild tur- 
keys, pastries and puddings of old England, 
all that made for a lavish feast.

T may be that we are witnessing unawares 

the redesigning and reconstruction of the 
modern city. 

The city of the past in its downtown ares 
was a solid mass of tall buildings, interlaced 
by narrow streets, to which workers traveled 
mainly by trolley car or subway. The few 
private conveyances in use parked at the 
curb. 

With the multiplication of privately driven 
automobiles, this layout of a city ceased to 
be practicable. It provided room for the 
workers in the offices, but for their means 
of transportation, which required room quite 
as urgently, it provided none. 

An architect designing an ideal city would 
have shown skyscrapers rising in isolation, 
with large open spaces around them, per 
haps of greater extent than the building 
sites, to accommodate the automobiles. But 
that was an artist’s conception, and in view 
of the expense of clearing the ground, i 
realization seemed far in the future. 

‘In the course of the depression, howeve!, 
it has been found more profitable to raz 
many buildings and devote their ground 


space to parking, than to leave them stand-- 


ing. Thus the automatic working of eco 
nomic forces ig creating the precise arrang® 
ment that an artist would dream of and 
that motor transportation demands. _—

Buildings in Entirety for 
Architectural History.

nection with the idea of a museum 
of American architecture. Estab- 
jishment of this museum, together 
with a similar institution dealing 
with the nation’s fur trade, as part 
of the memorial will be recom- 
mended to the United States Terri- 
torial Expansion Memorial Commis- 
sion in January by the National 
Park Service. 

Tallmadge is a collaborator at 
large of the National Park Service, 
which has charge of the memorial 
pian, and is a member of the ad-| 
yisory boards of the Historic 
american Buildings Survey and the 
restoration of Williamsburg, V4a., 
and president of the Illinois. State 
Art Commission. 

He said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the Old Courthouse, Old 
Cathedral and three or four early 
dwellings, whose location was not 
specified, were the only buildings 
in the memorial site which, in his 
opinion, should be preserved in 
entirety. The cathedral, now the 
parish church of St. Louis of 
France, should not be changed from 
its present location, as suggested in 
some earlier discussions, he de- 
clared. He praised both the 
cathedral and the Courthouse as 
fine examples of the Greek revival 
period of American architecture. 


Some Interesting Fragments. 


There were perhaps 10 or 15 old 
structures in the site of which cer- 
tain interesting portions of frag- 
ments should be preserved in the 
museum, Tallmadge related. 

He was enthusiastic over the sur- 
vival along the river front of 10 to 
15 cast iron facades, usually made 
to resemble carved stone. He and 
Charles E. Peterson, senior land- 
scape architect of the National 
Park Service here, were of the 
opinion that this was probably the 
largest such group to be found in 
the country. Notable among the 
cast iron facades mentioned by 
Talimadge were those at 100 Wash- 
ington avenue and the northwest 
corner of First and Locust streets. 

An uncommon style in America, 
the Lombardy or Northern Italian 
type, was observed by Tallmadge at 
‘-11 North First street. He was in- 
terested also in the United States 
Appraiser’s Store Building (original 
Custom House), Third and Olive 
streets, designed in the old Fed- 
eral style, and in two structures 
adjoining the memorial site—Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Building and the 
old National Hotel, Third and Mar- 
ket streets, the latter another ex- 
ample of Greek revival. 

“I don't mean to say,” Talimadge 
explained, “that many of the etruc- 
tures are so beautiful and valuable 
that it would be a crime to tear 
them down. Perhaps two-thirds of 
the buildings are attractive to a 
person interested in the history of 
architecture, but probably only 
those mentioned are worth saving. 


Suggests Old-Style Village. 

“In addition to the museum, there 
might be established an open-air 
village which would be a likeness, 
not a restoration, of the original 
town. Pictures available show- 
ing the characteristic houses of 
stone and wood, in a style not 
found in other parts of the coun- 
try but known along the river from 
New Orleans to St. Louis. 

“The memorial project is mag- 
nificent and would be similar to 
the lakefront development of Grant 
Park, Chicago. I think it is wise 
and valuable that the National 
Park Service wants to make the 
beautification here not merely sym- 
bolical, but useful. It would be ap- 
propriate to include the museum of 
architecture, because of the well- 
known interest of Thomas Jeffer- 
son in architecture. The museum 
should be started early and devel- 
oped by stages. It could include 
whole structures and fragments. 
The scope should be national. 

“I suggested inclusion of utilities 
~models showing progress of heat- 
ing from the fireplace to air-con- 
ditioning; the progress of sanitary 
facilities, the advancement of il- 
lumination. Washington is full of 
displays of all sorts. It would be 
Wise to decentralize our reposi- 
tories of culture, for public conveni- 
ence and to avoid the possible dan- 
ser of destruction in the event of 
ar raids. Architecture is an im- 
portant part of life. This museum, 
heoked with the memorial, ought 

be as popular as a museum of 
Paintings or a zoological museum.”

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ARMORY FOUNDATION 
BIDS 10 BE CALLED FOR 


Work on 138th Infantry Build- 
ing Expected to Be Start- 
ed in January. 


Time for receipt of bids for the 
foundations of the new armory of 
the 138th Infantry, National Guard 
of Missouri, will be fixed next week 
by .the Board of Public Service. 
The letting probably will be in the 
latter part of December, with the 
expectation of starting work be- 
fore the end of January. 

Bids for the superstructure prob- 
ably will be taken in January or 
February. City officials have hoped 
to have the building, to cost about 
$1,250,000, completed by the end of 
next year. 

The site is a large lot fronting 
on the south side of Market street 
and extending between Prospect 
and Spring avenues, the south end 
facing the Mill Creek valley rail- 
road tracks, the proximity of which 
will faciltate movements of the regi- 
ment. For years the regiment has 
been using an armory at the north- 
east corner of Grand boulevard and 
Market street, rented by the city 
from private owners. 

Plans for Structure. 

Plans for the strueture were 
made public yesterday. It will be 
two stories high and measure 250x 
350 feet. Buff brick, trimmed with 
stone, will form the walls, on a 
granite base. Flanking the main 
entrance, at the center of the 
Market street facade, will be 
square, tower-like elevations which, 
together with a series of vertical 
lines in the wall design, will im- 
part a somewhat military appear- 
ance, There will be a hip roof. 

Granite steps will lead to the 
main entrance, which will have 
heavy bronze doors set in stone. 
Above the doors will be carved the 
title “Armory” and the name of the 
regiment, accompanied by reproduc- 
tions in colored tile of the seal and 
regimental emblem. The emblem 
is the mounted figure of Saint 
Louis. 

The troop entrance will be on the 
western, or Spring avenue, side. On 
the eastern, or Prospect avenue, 
side will be a basement entrance 
for trucks. 

A drill hall, measuring 145 by 260 
feet and accommodating 1600 men, 
will be the central feature of the 
main floor. Adjoining it wil) be a 
large lobby, with offices; a 56 by 
71-foot officers’ assembly room, and 
20 company rooms, each 26 by 43 
feet. 

At the second floor level will be 
a balcony and reviewing stand, with 
1600 seats, surrounding the drill 
hall; officers’ class room, library, 
radio or amusement room, offices, 
lockers and the custodian’s quar- 
ters. 

Shooting Range in Basement. 

Basement facilities will include: 
Range, 26 by 160 feet, for machine 
gun, rifle and small arms practice; 
ammunition vault; storage rooms, 
including space for 60 trucks; 25 by 
»)-foot swimming pool, with show- 
ers and lockers for officers, enlist- 
ed men, and guests; two handball 
courts; large mess hall; kitchen, 
and shops, 

William C, E. Baker, engineer of 
bridges and buildings for the city, 
designed the building, in consulta- 
tion with Col. Lawrence C. Kings- 
land, commander of the regiment, 
and Brigadier-General Stephen E. 
Lowe, former commander. 

The bond issue of May, 1934, 
provided $1,000,000 for the armory, 
all of which has been appropriated, 
and the city has obtained, in ad- 
dition, a PWA grant of $347,000. 
The site cost $134,000, paid from 
bond funds. For the major part 
the Hydraulic Press Brick Co. was 
paid $109,700; for a small lot at 
the Spring-Market corner $5400 was 
paid to Mary Rupp, together with 
$1000 to Dale Cowles for surrender- 
‘ing a filling station lease, and for 
an adjoining lot the Southern 
Wheel Co. received $18,000,

‘E’D forgive Mrs. Simpson al- 
most anything because she’s 

' Made the forties fashionable 
and because she isn’t too beautiful. 
Also, we like the way she furnished 
her London drawing room. The fur- 
niture is eighteenth century in de- 
sign and the walls are panelled and 
painted with niches for books on 
either side of the classically de- 
tailed mantel. Quite an unpreten- 
tious room, but quietly elegant in 
just the way that Mrs. Simpson 
herself is elegant. 

There’s no more pleasant treat- 
ment of a wall than to have a well 
proportioned mantel flanked by 
book shelves. Their dark bindings 
and gilt lettering give the whole 
room a satisfying serenity and the 
aura of brilliant thinking. 


The fireplace in a living room 
can be either a bane or a boon, dec- 
oratively, according to the way it 
is considered in the furnishing of 
the room. This season brings many 
refreshing ideas for over-mantel 
groupings and hearth appointments 
that suggest useful ideas for mak- 
ing the most of what we have. Aft- 
er all, it wouldn’t be such a hard 
job to make any old mantel look 
stunning with sheaves of the King’s 
flowers turning up every day. The 
trick is to keep things looking 
fresh and pretty out of a stream- 
lined pay check! 

Usually the fireplace is the dom- 
inating feature in the room so it’s 
important to key the mood of the 
room to the style of fhe mantel. 
But don’t take that advice too lit- 
erally. We mean that a very in- 
formal mantel pretty will predes- 
tines informal furnishings to go 


with it, while a formal mantel 
ought to be lived up to with more 
or less formal things around it. 
But there are a lot of mantels that 
don't commit themselves definitely, 
and these are pleasant because 
with them, it’s easy to go in the 
décorative direction you wanted to 
go anyway. Beyond recognizing 
the general style of the mantel in 
making plans for it, you can con- 
sider any number of variations of 
arrangement. Here are some notes 
we've made as we've gone snooping 
around for new suggestions: In- 
stead of a mirror or a picture, why 
not have a row of old-fashioned 
pieces of porcelain of colorful unu- 
sual design standing on the mantel 
as they used to on an old-time 
plate rail. Old mugs or jugs or a 
collection of glass is nice on the 
mantel, too. 

If you have a lovely pair of vases, 
place one at either end of the man- 
tel and keep them filled with flow- 
ers or with green leaves—very ef- 
fective if you don’t have anything 
between the vases. A pair of clear 
glass bow: in absolutely round 
shape would do for this arrange- 
ment, too.

COLLECTION of small pictures 
At interesting and different for 

the mantelpiece, too, in a group- 
ing like this, for instance—one oval 
picture of slightly larger size, then 
on each side, two smaller square 
pictures (preferably a pair), next at 
each end, a pair of round picturés, 
and still another pair of round ones 
for the ends.

inged: room. . 

Two large pictures of compan- 
ion subjects sometimes contribute 
an interesting change -instead 
of the usual single picture. These 
should be the same size and 
framed alike. Two flower. pictures 
are lovely—either oval or vertical 
rectangles—or two portraits. The 
vogue for bird prints suggests 
them as interesting also for such 
a grouping. 

If your mantel seems to call for 
a single large picture, you might 


vary the usual by having it flanked 
by a collection of s 1 miniatures 
hung in vertical rows at each side 
of the large picture. Or place a pair 
of tall ornaments on the mantel 
shelf on either side of the picture. 
Or get a pair of wall brackets to 
go on either side of the picture to 
hold unusual small ornaments that 
contribute details of distinction to 


the design of the room. Or have 
only a single large piece of pot- 
tery, glass or carved wood for the 
mantel if you like an auStere sim- 
ple effect. : 


If you want the effect of a large 


picture, but would like something 
different, why not make a beauti- 
ful piece of needlepoint to frame. 
And, of course, a framed or an un- 
framed mirror is always a solution 
it’s a perfectly grand idea if you 
can have the whole fireplace wall 
mirrored . . . makes the room look 
simply huge. 

Here’s:an idea if you're tired of 
pictures and mirrors and the usual 
thing—why not have a whole pro- 
cession of candlesticks across the 
mantel instead of the usual pair? 
With tall tapers in them and light- 
ed, they'd be stunning in such a 
mass array. 

If you are good with flowers, cul-
